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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The cited prior art discloses the invention as 
claimed. With respect to claim 19, the argument is made that Videtich fails to disclose to separate sources of information and that the 
satellite broadcast is the same as the information from the telematics service center. This position is not supported by what is disclosed in 
Videtich. In particular, Videtich states that the telematics unit can cal the service management subsystem to obtain addidtional 
information about any sever weather information already received over the satellite broadcast in paragraph 21. This addidtional 
information is not the same signal as argued by applicant and does represent a second and different data source as required by the 
claims. The second argument with repsect to claim 19 deals with what Videtich does or does not display and is also unconvincing. The 
argument argues a limitation that isn't present. The claim only requires processing of the emergency event data and the GPS data to 
output information to the display. There is no requirement of simultaneous processing of the digital data and emergency event data to 
output a display. Also, the reference clearly disclsoes an indication of the position of the portable alert system and a position of the 
emergency in paragraphs 4, 5 (last sentence), and 19 (last sentence). The remaining arguments are similar to the arguments for claim 19 
and are unconvincing for the same reasons. 
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
